AS THE BEST WAY OUT OF THE WOODS. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.-—[Special.]|—‘That 
will do the work. That will kill the bill,” 
said Congressman Amos K, Cummings, of 
New York, as he real THe CONSTITUTION’S 
interviews from people all over the south, in 
regard to the boycott movement, 

Indeed, it is true that the force bill is, and 
has been for three days, growing weaker and 
weaker every day. : 

The opposition of Tuk ConstiruTion, and 
its proposed boycott, has told among the 
business men and manufacturers of the 
north. They are protesting vigorously against 
the passage of the damnable measure. Re- 
publican senators are receiving scores of let- 
ters daily from the leading business men of 
the various states. imploring them not to vote 
for the outrageous and unjust bill. 

APPEALS FROM MERCHANTS. 

They do not believe, in the first place, that 
it will benefit the republican party politically, 
and in the second place they know it will se- 
the business interests of the

republican opponents of the bill. 

On the other hand, such rabid republicans 
and shrewd politicians as Hoar, Sherman, 
Teller and Chandler are raising the cry that 
the south is threatening to boycott the north 
and again secede if the force bill passes. 
They are denouncing those republican sen- 
ators who are opposing the bill as ‘‘cowards, 
who are afraid to vote for the interests of 
their party in the face of rebel threats, 
which will amount to nothing—which, in- 
deed, are only the vaporings of unrecon- 
structed confederates.” 

Indeed, the rabid element is using such 
guments for all they are worth, and this morn- 
ing there was some wavering among the oppo- 
sition. A few of them said that while they 
would fight tostave off the bill, while they 
thought it bad politics, yet, if it was made a 
party measure, and the bad features expunged 
from the bill, they might vote for it. 

THE OPPOSITION MORE CONFIDENT. 

Later in the day, however, the opposition 
element, led hy Teller, Walcott and Plumb, 
became more confident than they have ever 
been of smothering the bill. 


MR. BLAINE’S PLAN. 

Mr. Blaine proposed a plan, which was im- 
mediately grasped with enthusiasm, and with 
Which the opposition republicans expect to 
smother the bill. Mr. Blaine’s advice is for 
the republican party to cast aside the force 
bill and proceed immediately to cultivate the 
Farmers’ alliance, which, with proper recog- 
nition from the G. O. P., would break the 
solid south. Then, before the session of con- 
gress adjourns, pass a reapportionment bill 
Which will give the republicans a majority in 
the next house, as a majorityin the next 
house is ail that even the house republicans 
care for. The republican opponents of the 
force bill have hopes that Mr. Blaine’s idea 
will be adopted. 

Everyone in both parties recognizes, and 
many republicans admit, that the object of the 
force bill was simply to perpetuate the repub- 
lican partyin power, and if that end can 
be reached without injury to _ the 
business interests of the country, 
the more conservative republicans 
would prefer to adopt the plan which would 
create the least friction and discord. 

The question now is, can a reapportionment 
bill be passed in time to readjust the repre- 
Sentatives in the next congress? 

Superintendent Porter says he can furnish 
the figures by or before the Ist of September, 
and by the Ist of October many republicans 
believe a bill can pass congress. However, if 
the democratic states are to lose representa- 
tion, it is quite certain the democratic senators 
would see that the bill was not passed in time 
to apply to the next election. 

THE CAUCUS TO COME. 

However, the republican senators will caucus 
on the force biil the latter part of this week. 
Its fate will then be decided. Its opponents 
have strong and well grounded hopes that the 
bill will be allowed to goorer, while on the 
Other hand Senator Spooner today asserted 
that the bill would be passed at this session of 
congress, and that he could have asked for 
nothing better to have forced all the republic- 
ans into line for the bill than the talk of boy- 
coiting that is going on in the south. Such 
threats as that, he says, will make all northern 
republicans a unit for the bill. 

Thus opinions vary according to personal 
desires. Thechances are now slightly against 
sthe passage of the force bill. Should the rabid 
element, however, win the fight, many of the 
vicious provisions of the Lodge bill, such as 
troops at the polls and a house to house can- 
Vass by supervisors, will be stricken out. 

But the most vicious feature of all, federal 
returning boards, whose returns shall be ac- 
cepted in preference to the certificates of gov- 
ernors of the states, would be retained.

The Indian Appropriation Bill-A Dull 
Day in the Senate. 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—The senate met at 
ll o’clock a. m. Consideration of the Indian 
&ppropriation bill was resumed. 
The paragraph appropriating $8,000 to the 
diansin Minnesota (full and mixed blood) 
eretofore belonging to the Medawakauton 
d of Sioux Indians, and who have severed 
their tribal relations, gave rise to a discussion 
the course of which Mr. Dawes gave an in- 
teresting history of these Indians. They had 
ven notice to the whites of the intended 
ioux massacre in Minnesota in 1 had 
aided in protecting 


a white woman and chil- 
dren on that cccason, Thay had then sepa- 
rated from the hostile Sioux, who had been, to 


of 25,000, located by General Hiar- 
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ney and others in a territory comprising 41,000 
square miles, and where it was then thought 
they would be forever remote from white set- 
tlements. 

Commissions and committees of the senate 
had gone out there for the purpose of negoti- 
ating with the Sioux. A fair and honest plan 
had been submitted tothe bands, and voted 
down because it proposed to pay them only 50c 
an acre for their land. Finally an agreement 
had been made that they were to receive $1.20 
for their lands. This constituted a very large 
fund, which is now held for them in tho 
treasury, and is to be used in the best way to 
elevate and educate them. 

A proposition was made by Mr. Teller that 
Indians who had’ severed their tribal relations 
and for whom the proposed appropriation was 
intended, should be paid out of the funds held 
for the Sioux, but Messrs. Dawes and Davis 
arzued that that could not be done, and Mr. 
Teller withdrew the proposition. 

THE IMPRISONMENT OF DIAZ. 

The discussion was temporarily suspended, 
and Mr. Morgan, from the committee on 
foreign relations, reported a substitute for the 
resolution heretofore offered by Mr. Pasco. 

The substitute was read and agreed to, as 
follows: 

Resoived, That the president be, and hereby is, 
respectfully requested (if not incompatible with 
public interest), to communicate to the senate 
any information in his possession touching the 
alleged arrest and imprisonment of A. J. Diaz by 
the authorities of Cuba, and what action, if any, 
has been taken tn respect thereto. 

After further discussion the pending para- 
graph in the Indian bill was somewhat mod- 
ified and was then atreed to. 

The amendment inserting an item of $10,- 
000 for the prosecution of a suit by the United 
States as trusteeand guardianof the Cherokee 
Indians in North Carolina against William 
Hl. Thomas and others, to settle and enforce 
certain rights of these Indians, gave rise to 
along discussion. The vote by yeas and nays 
resulted—yeas 18, nays 20, leas than a quorum. 

AFTER THE ABSENTEES. 

The roll was called, and only forty senators 
answered to their names. 

A motion was made by Mr. Edmunds, di- 


recting the sergeant-at-arms to request the 
attendance of absent members. 

The motion was agreed to—ycas 24, nays 
13; and the names of absentees were fur- 
nished to the sergeant-at-arms. 

Pending the execution of the order, Mr. 
Gorman moved to adjourn. but that motion 
was defeated-—yeas, 11; nays, 27. 

Mr. Gorman said that he bad made the 
motion to adjourn, supposing that that was in 
accord with the wish of the gentleman in 
charge of the bill. It was now 6 o’clock, and 
the senators had been in the chamber since 
11 o’clock in the morning. He had no idea 
that the matter wouid be made a party matter. 

Mr. Edmunds said that the senate had some 
important business to transact, relating to the 
interests of every farmer, every manufacturer, 
every tradesinan, every importer, and every 
laborer in the United States. That bill had 
been on the calendar for a month or more, and 
the end of the last fiscal year had been passed, 
with several appropriation bills still undis- 
posed of. If the senate could not get on with 
its business, and could not get a quorum to 
attond to it, he wished that fact to be under- 
stood, so that the rest of the senators might go 
home. 

COCKRELL SCORES EDMUNDS. 

Mr. Cockrell remarked that he had been in 
the chamber since 11 o'clock. and had regretted 
all day the absence of the distinguished sena- 
tor from Vermont. It was painful to him that 
the senator had not been present to assist in 
the discussion of the Indian appropriation bili 
and in the transaction of business, but now that 
senator came in fresh from his slumber and 
rest, and would compel the rest of the senators 
to stay all night. 

Mr. Edmunds said that the application of 
Mr. Cockrell’s remarks to him was quite un- 
just. He had been at the capitol since 10 
o’clock this morning, attending to business in 
his committee room and coming into the sen- 
ate chamber to vote whenever a vote was being 
taken. 

Mr. Teller expressed the opinion that it was 
unwise for the senate to remain in session after 
6 o’clock, and said that he would go home to 
dinner daily at that hour. He moved that the 
senate do now adjourn. 

Tie presiding ofticer, Mr. Ingalls, declined 
to entertain the motion on the ground that no 
business had transpired since the senate re- 
fused to adjourn. He also declined to en- 
tertain an appeal froin that ruling on the 
ground that there was no quorum present. 

Finally he did consent to recognize a motion 
ordering the sergeant at arms to compel the 
attendance of absent senators; and as the 
making of that motion constituted ‘‘business,”’ 
a imotion -to adjourn was made, entertained 
and agreed to, and at 6:30 o’clock the senate 
adjourned till tomorrow, at 11 a. m. 
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THE BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


The House Devotes the Day to Its Dis- 
cussion. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—In the house Mr. 
Lacey, of Lowa, submitted the report of the 
committee on elections in the West Virginia 
contested election case of McGinnis vs. Alder- 
son. The report, which is in favor of the con- 
testant, was ordered printed and Jaid over. 

Mr. Conger, of Iowa, from the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures, reported back 
the resolution calling on the secretary of the 
treasury for information as to why trade dollars 
held in the treasury as assets have not been 
coined, as required by law. 

Discussion of the bankruptcy bill was then 
resumed. 

Mr. Abbott, of Texas, criticised the measure 
in many of its provisions. He wouid approve 
of a bankruptcy bill which would do justice to 
an honest debtor and which would protect an 
honest creditor against a dishonest debtor. 
This pending bill did not do it. It was a 
measure in the interest of the creditor class. 

Mr. Catchings, of Mississippi, approved of 
the measure. While he admitted that there 
had been abuses under the old law, he did not 
agree thatthe general outcome of that law 
had been bad. He thought thatthe general 
effect of the law of 1867 had been of great ben- 
efit to the commercial interests of the country. 
It was urged,in opposition to the pending 
measure, that it was asked for by the commer- 
Cial interests and not by the agricultural inter- 
ests. There was no weight in this objection. 
The bill was intended to operate — com- 
mercial interests. It demanded absolute good 
faith from both the creditorand debtor classes. 
It was an adroitly and wisely framed measure. 

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, criticised the 
method in which this ee measure was 
being considered, or rather discussed (for it 
was not being considered) by the house. This 
mode of legislation (if it might be dignified | 
by such a term), was simply:preparing a meas- 
ure to be sent over tothe senate, in the hope 
that that body would make a law that was of 
some account and might be properly placed on 
the statute books. 

Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, gave his ad- 
herence to the bill. It some particulars, it 
might be improved by amendments; but these 
amendments were mainly required in detail 
of a minor character. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, did not be- 
lieve that the time had come when the coun- 
try was in a condition asto popuiation, labor 
and wealth to adopt a permanent bankrupt 
system. There was no exigency for a bank- 
rupt law.to remove evils of any condition of 
depression or widespread bankruptey indebt- 
edness. The pending bill was one framed fur 

t commercial centers; for crowded popula- 
tions; for trading people. It was not for the 
interest of the farming class. It was strongly 
in the interest of men who transacted their 
business on commercial paper. It was a hard, 
unjust and wholly unfit measure to the agri- 
cultural interests of America.

If our wholesale merchants would pur- 
chase from foreign merchants and import to 
southern ports directly, and if our retail mer- 
chants would purchase from southern whole- 
sale merchants only, and if the whole country 
would combine to foster southern manufuctories 
to the exclusion of northern manufacturers, we 
would achieve an independence worth 
more to our country than success 
in the late war would have been. 
The passage of the Lodge bill, powerfully 
stimulating efforts in the direction indicated, 
may prove a godsend to our country. : 

Judge C. D.JMcCutchen—In the event of the 
passage of the pending force bill, I think some 
peaceful organization, such as was suggested 
in the editorial of Tue Constitution, might 
do much good. If our southern people gener- 
ally would cease to buy or use any article pro- 
duced or manufactured in any state whose rul- 
ing politicians devote their energies to traduc- 
ing and oppressing the southern white people, 
@ great change, in my opinion, would be speed- 
ily effectedjin the feelings of northern republic- 
ans towards southern people. The bloody 
shirt would cease to wave so prominently, and 
the southern whites might even hope soon to 
have kind words, if not carresses, from many 
who have spent the prime of their lives in tra- 
ducing and oppressing them.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 23.—[{Special.}— 
A number of prominent republicans met -this 
afternoon, and after a full discussion of the 
Lodge bill a memorial to the senate, prepared 
by ex-Governor Smith, was adopted. It will 
be signed by a large majority of the leading 
republicans of this city and forwarded te 
Washington without delay. 

WHAT THE MEMORIAL RELATES. 

The memorial isa lengthy one, and offers 
many reasons why the Lodge bill should not 
become a law. The principal one urged is 
that the bill is not in accord with the spirit or 
letter of the constitution of the United Stptes. 
It gives the president too much power, and 
the appointment of so many federal office 
holders for life is contrary to the principles of 
a government by the people. In fact, the ten- 
dency of the billis to take the government 


out of the hands of the people. Therefore, it 
is notin accord with our republican institu. 


tions and is dangerous to the general welfare. 
DANGEROUS TO THE PARTY. 

Another reason urged against the passage of 
the bill is that it is dangerous to the best in- 
terests of the republican party in the south, 
and will not accomplish any permanent good. 
It will tend to drive away the large, independ- 
ent vote in the south, drive out the best ele- 
ment of the party, and make the south solidly 
democratic forever. It isalso urged that it 
will disturb the commercial relations of the 
country, retard the progress of the south and 
depreciate values in this section. The senate 
is asked to defeat the bill in theinterest of the 
whole country and the republican party. 

THE BOARD OF TRADE MEETING. 

After aconsultation with several members 
of the chamber of commerce, President John- 
son decided not to call a meeting of that body 
to take any action in regard to the Lodge bill. 
However, it is the sense of the body that ifa 
meeting of the commercial) bodies of the south 
is held, Birmingham will be represented, and 
carry out any line of action agreed upon. The 
plan of a general meeting suggested by Tue 
CONSTITUTION is favored by the Birmingham 
chamber of commerce, and ifitis held a big 
delegation from this city will be present. 
LOUISIANA TAKES UP BOYCOTY, 


And, bya Majority of Three to One, Is In 
Favor of It. 

New OrieEAns, La., July 23.—[{Special.}— 
The proposition made by THe ConsT1tTuTION, 
and approved by Govgrnor Gordon, to meet 
the force bill with a boycott against all north- 
ern products, eommercial houses, etc., took 
New Orleans by storm and caused an enthusi- 
asm greater than any one expected. 

There is, of course, some difference of opin- 
ion as to the expediency of such extreme 
measures, but the boycott and the southern 
convention are in a majority of two to, one, 
and the proposition receives the most favor im 
conservative commerciai circles. 

BUSINESS MEN FAVOR IT. 

When Tue ConstItTuTion’s proposition was 
laid before the chamber of commerce and in- 
dustry, it at once declared in its favor. It ex~- 
pressed the opinion that the commercial south 
should at once meet in convention to debate 
and decide upon the course which it will adopt 
‘in the event that our northern fellow coun- 
trymen should elect to dissolve the brotherly 
ties which have grown up between us during @ 
generation of profeundest peace, and to estab- 
lish a Poland or an‘ Ireland on the western 
hemisphere, in the place of the prosperous 
land now extending a hearty welcome to 
northern capital and northern muscle. Should 
any considerable number of the com- 
mercial bodies of the south share 
our views we shall at once 
appoint delegates to attend any convention 
which may be called to consider the situa- 
tion.” 

Had a similar appeal been made to other 
commercial bodies here, they would probably 
have made the same declaration. 

Mr. B. F. Eshleman, president of the board of 
trade, the second largest commercial body, de- 
clared that nothing had been done by it, simply 
because the matter had not been brought to its 
attention. He, himself, was heartily in favor of 
holding a southern convention, to decide upon 
some concert of action, and his board would 
send delegates to a convention if it were 
called. 

While the cotton exchange is against the 
force bill, its president, Mr. McClean, thought 
that the proposed convention was slightly pre- 
mature, and preferred to wait and see whether 
the force bili would pass before taking action 
in regard to it; e law was enforced, the 
commercial bodies ought, he thought, to take 
some action to protect this section. 

THE TALK IN THE STREETS. 

In discussing the matter on the street, the 
opinion was too or three to one in favor of the 
boycott and a convention. 

Ex-Senator Jonas, late member of the dem- 
ocratic committee and collector of this point, 
thought the boycott just the weapon to mees 
this infamous law. It ought to be general 
and wholesale, against everything north, until 
it brought that section to terms. The north- 
ern watering places ought to be boycotted and 
the southern people spend their summers at 
home, and the Chicago exhibition should re- 
ceive no support from the south unless this 
section was treated as the full equal of the 
rest of the union. k 

These views about represent public senti- 
ment in New Orleans. 

THE PRESS SPEAKING OUT. 

The press took up the call. All the papers 
have articles on the subject. The Staves and 
the Delta declared unreservedly 7 an out and 
out boycott, and wanted a southern conven- 
tion called at once to decide upon some action 
in the matter. It wasa question between the 
boycott and the Wirichester, and they thought 
the former the more civilized weapon. As for 
the roar of the New York dailies, that . 
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like a cannon shot, and it should promptly fol- 
low up the advantage gained. 
The Picayune has taken a slightly more 
geuttal position. It thinks a boycott slightly 
premature just yet, but would have the south 
fully prepared for it, as the emergency was 
likely to arise when some such sort of defense 
would have to be resorted to against northern 
oppression. It was in favor of being prepared 
for action, but not acting just yet. In case a 
boycott was resorted to, it was satistied that 
the south could mako it far more effective

The Times-Democrat alone opposed both a 
boycott and convention on the ground that 
they were sectional; that they would injure 
the northern friends of the south as well as 
its enemies, and that they savored somew hat 
of secession days, and finally that the south- 
ern whites could defeat this, as they had de- 
feated other force bills, without a convention. 

A RESUME OF OPINION. 

A considerablé majority of the people favor 
the boycott and convention, while another 
large section proposes to wait a few 
days before acting. A minority 1s 
opposed to any action at all, 
although bitterly. antagonistic to the force 
bill, but holding that it can be defeated and 
nullified by independent action in each state 
and district without a convention or concert of 
action. 

It is probable that the boycott movement 
here will depend Jargely upon the action taken 
by the people of Georgia. In case a conven- 
tion is called, New Orleans will send a large 
delegation. The white republicans aro with 
the democrats, and almost unanimously 
against the bill, following Congressman Cole- 


gnan in this matter.

THE CORRESPONDENCE GIVEN TO 
THE PUBLIC. 


Secretary Blaine’s Letter to the British Min- 
ister and the KepHes Thereto—The Cor- 
respondence Still Going On. 


WaAsuHinaton, July 23.—The president today 
sent to the house of representatives, in answer 
to the resolution introduced by Representa- 
tive Hitt, the official correspondence between 
the government of the United States and the 
government of Great Britain touching the 
seal fisheries of Behring sea. In his accom- 
panying letter of transmittal to the president, 
Secretary Blaine, under date of Bar Harbor, 
July 19th, regrets the deiay in transmission, 
which the president directed on the 11th in- 
stant, and says that the correspondence is atill 
in progress. 

The correspondence includes thirty separate 
papers, beginning with a letter from Mr. Ed- 
wards, first secretary of the legation and 
charge d’ affaires, after Minister West’s re- 
call, dated August 24, 1889, and closing with 
one from Secretary Blaine to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British minister, dated July 19, 
1890, making about twenty newspaper columns. 
The correspondence begins with the request 
from the charge d’ affaires, Edwards, 
that United States cruisers  discon- 
tinue seizures of British sealers. Mr. 
Blaine replied that it was too late, several 
vessels had sailed. Lord Salisbury suggests a 
renewal of the negotiations looking to an in- 
ternational agreement, including Russia, and 
protests against the seizures as unjustifiable 
and unexplained, after the unofficial assurance 
of Secretary Bayard that they should cease, 
pending the discussion. 

Mr. Blaine replied that Canadian vessels 
were inflicting serious injury; that absolute 
rights to seal fisheries were undisturbed and 


unquestioned until 1886, and that the in-- 


roads of Canadians were extirpating the seals. 
He is surprised that England should defend 
them and asks what would be done if an at- 
tempt was made to interfere with the Ceylon- 
ese sea pearl fisheries or to destroy fish on New- 
foundland’s banks by dynamite, which Mr. 
Blaine says would parallel the Canadian case, 
and which is the next step to piracy. He asks 
fora proposition from: England. 

The British minister suggests a mixed com- 
mission, and meanwhile suggests the tem 
rary close of the seal waters in Behring sea. 

Lord Salisbury, replying, denies that sea 
sealing is internationally immoral, or that it 
justifies seizures from a friendly nation. He 
cites the attitude of President Tyler, denying 
the right of detention, except for piracy, and 
also recalls the slave trade agreement. He re- 
asserts the right of free commerce on the high 
seas, and says that the United States insisted 
on its rights. as against Russia’s Alaskan 
claims. 

Mr. Pauncefote next warns Mr. Blaine that 
a formal protestis coming, towhich Mr. Blaine 
replies by a protest against the course of the 
British government in interfering with Amer- 
ican rights, and declares that Lord Salisbury 
had previously agreed to adopt regulations and 
had practically settled the question, but had 
subordinated the negotiations to Canadian 
desires, making all direct negotiations between 
the United States and Great Britain only 
lost time. He says the close of the season 
proposed would be ill-timed and ineffectual, 
and contrasts it with Lord Salisbury’s original 

roposition, changed at the wish of Canada. 

Ie saysthe United States is asked to have 
her rights determined by a British province, 
and asks if the agreement with England 
should be broken at the instance of California, 
which would be a similar case. He proposes 
that British vessels be excluded from Behring 
sea this season, to give time for negotiations, 
or that Lord Salisbury apply his original prop- 
osition for the same time. 

Mr. Pauncefote declines such an extreme 
measure, and Mr. Blaine reports that it came 
from Lord Salisbury himself. 

Lord Salisbury replied that he has no power 
to exclude vessels from the high seas, without 
legislation, and denies the use of the language 
attributed to him. Mr. Blaine suggests a 
proclamation. Mr. Pauncefote next pre- 
sented a formal protest, denying the right as- 
serted by the United States, and declaring that 
the British government is responsible for the 
consequences that may ensue from acts which 
are contrary tothe established principles of 
international law. He follows by agreeing to 
issue a proclamation on condition that the 
qnestion of legality of the seizures be referred 
to arbitration; that, meanwhile, interference 
with British sealers cease, and that the United 
States will compensate the British subjects for 
losses, if the decision is adverse to the United 
States. 

Lord Salisbury next says Mr. Blaine has 
misunderstood the status of the London nego- 
tiations, denies that he ever gave an assurance 
respecting the proposed convention, and states 
that the decision then was provisional and in- 
definite. He also charges that political 
changes, and not Canadian interference, was 
the cause of the suspension of negotiations. 
He quotes John Quincy Adams, United States 
secretary of state, when he protested against 
Russia’s exclusive claim. 

Replying to this, Mr. Blaine says: 

“The quotation is unfortunately most defective, 
erroneous and misleading. The conclusion is sep- 
arated from the premise, a comma turned into a 
period, an important qualification as to time en- 
tirely omitted, without even the suggestion that 
it had ever formed a part of the section, and out 
of eighty-five words, logically and inseparably 
connected, thirty-five are dropped from Mr. 
Adanrs’s paragraph in the quotation.” 

He then gives the corrected quotation from 
Mr. Adams, showing that he conceded Russian 
rights to islands north of the fifty-fifth degree. 
Mr. Blaine says that upon these words the 
United States founded its argumentin this 
case, and that ‘‘conclusions or inferences rest- 
ing upon the paragraph, with material parts 
omitted, are, of course, valneless.”’ 

Following this is an extensive review of 
Alaskan history, intended to demonstrate that 
from the Russian exclusion ukase of 1799 
down through all subsequent treaties made 
between England and ‘Resid, there: was a 
distinct recognition of exclusive right of the 
latter to jurisdictionin Behring sea for the 
distance of one hundred miles from the coast, 
and that the United States’ protest in the early 
part of the controversy was not against 
this right, but against territorial claims on 
the northwest coast. Mr, Blaine further says 
whatever duty England owed, Alaska as a 
Russian province was not changed by the 
transfer to the United States. He, therefore, 
asks whence Canadian vessels derive the right 
to doin 1886 what they had refrained from 
doing for ninety —_ how England defends 
their conduct and how it concludes that “an 
act may be committed with impunity against 
rights of the United States which had never 
been attempted against the same rights when 
held by Russia.”’ 

In the last letter, dated July 19, Mr. Blaino 
denies that he has gathered erroneous impres- 
sions ; says that Minister Pheips, who cabled

An Economic Experiment. 

Some time ago a number of citizens at 
Des Moines, Iowa, organized a club for the 
purpose of studying’ and discussing Edward 
Bellamy’s socialistic ideas. 

The members of the club have at last 
decided to found a colony, probably near 
Lake Charles, Louisiana, whieh shall be as 
far as possible complete within itself, and 
which shall try the experiment of universal 
and just co-operation as opposed to the sys- 
tem of competitive industry. 

Instead of accepting Bellamy’s principles, 
“From each one according to his ability, to 
each one according to his need,’’ the colon- 
ists will adopt this policy, ‘‘An equal oppor- 
tunity for all, and a reward for each accord- 
ing to his deeds.”’ 

Among the basic principles of the com- 
munity are these: Man alone is nothing 
but a savage; he can support existence, but 
that is all. It is only in and through society 
that he can obtain wealth and culture. 
Wealth is the product of man’s labor ex- | 
pended upon the earth, which is God’s gift 
tothe race. No man should be allowed to 
monopolize the natural resources, and levy a 
tribute on his fellow man for the oppor- 
tunity to labor. Each man is entitled to 
just so much liberty, and must allow equal 
liberty to every other man. Each man 
should receive the full product of his labor, 
except an amount sufficient to discharge his 
debt to society through whose aid he can do 
effective labor. : 

The constitution and by-laws make due 
provision for the commerce, manufactures 
and agriculture of the colony, the building 
of homes and storehouses, and the settle- 
ment of disputes by arbitration. Hight 


hours will constitute a day’s work, and 30e 


per hour will constitute the basis of ex- 
change for labor. Goods may be purchased 
from the stores with the. labor time checks 
provided by the colony, Each stockholder 
contributes $500, but upon his expulsion, 
resignation or death the value of his capital- 
ization shall be apportioned out of the com- 
mon stock and paid over to himself, his 
heir, or successor, without. any increase, in- 
terest or earned profits. 

Briefly described, the colony. is simply a 
©0-operative society, without the extreme 
policy of Bellamy. A similar community 
has beer in existence'for five years in Cali- 
fornia, and if the lowans-whe~ ge to Leuis- 
Jana are honest, industrious, law-abiding 
citizens they will find no obstacle in’ their 
Way. } 

But in the long ran these reformers will 
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| find that there is little room in the world for 
fancy ideas. Life isa series of continuous 
battles. It isa ceaseless warfare, and the 
man that holds his own or a little more than 
his own will have to be a good fighter. It 
is useless for a few hundred people to get 
together and pass a resolution that after a 
certain date each man shall be an angel. 
They might as well resolve that in future 


water shall run up hill. 

These attempts to establish little Utopias 
show a bright and pleasant side of human 
nature, but they have their brief day, and 
their simple inhabitants seek other fields, 
poorer and wiser and with hearts full of 
bitterness. The great mass of mankind 
must submit to the survival and rule of the 
fittest, and helplegsly and hopelessly see the 
weak crushed by the strong. We cannot 
escape the inevitable. 


The South and the Force Bill. 

The New York World characterizes the 
proposed southern boycott as midsummer 
madness, and there are hints from other 
metropolitan sources that an attempt to put 
the boycott in operation will hurt the south 
in the house of its friends. We are given to 
understand, in language somewhat shy and 
vague, that the business men and merchants 
of the north are opposed to the bill, but that 
the threat of a boycott will solidify the north, 
lead to the passage of the bill, and turn the 
democratic states of the north over to the 
republicans, In other words, when the har- 
rassed and oppressed south proposes to pro- 
tect itself from partisan tyranny by the same 
methods that both parties have approved in 
the case of Ireland, we are told that our 
northern friends will turn against us with 
the political bull and chain. 


In our opinion the utterances of these 
metropolitan editors are premature, to say 
the least. They have not taken the time to 
discover the drift of opinion among their 
readers. Nevertheless it is interesting to be 
told that the south has friends at the north 
who are opposed to the force bill, but who 
will proceed to favor it if the boycott is in- 
sisted on, This it midsummer logic. If the 
force bill is defeated or postponed, there will 
be no boycott. Do the ‘‘friends’’ of the 
south propose to sit still at the north, permit 
the force bill to be adopted without a _pro- 
test on their part, and then favor it after it 
has become a law because the south takes 
measures to protect itself against partisan 
We may be per- 
mitted to remark here, in passing, that after 
the bill becomes a Jaw the attitude of the 
north will be immaterial to the south. The

The truth is, as our esteemed northern 
contemporaries very well know, that the 
business men and conservative elements of 
the north have made no manifestation of 
their opposition whatever. They are per- 
mitting Quay and Reed and Chandler and 
Harrison to dictate the adoption of this in- 
famously partisan measure. Now the peo- 
ple of the south have instinctive knowledge 
of the fact that the conservative elements of 
the north can arrest the progress of the ferce 
bill by merely giving the signal of their dis- 
approval. If they fail to give this signal the 
bill will become a law and the whole south 
will be given over to the disorganization and 
demoralization that prevailed during the re- 
construction period. 

So far as the south is concerned this force 
bill is of vital importance. It is the culmi- 
mation of the venomously progressive legis- 
lation by means of which the republicans 
have tortured and humiliated the south. 
The enemies of the republic are vigorously 
pushing it forward, and the north is regard- 
ing it placidly and contemplatively while it 
smokes its pipe and dozes. Meanwhile, the 
new south—the industrial south—has de- 
veloped a new disposition. If it is to be 
outlawed by the republicans, with the direct 
or indirect consent of the north, it proposes 
to look after its own interests, with an eye 
single to their proteetion and development.

Since the convention adjourned, though, con- 
siderable discussion has been had over the 
matter. The motion was wholly unexpected, 
and nobody felt authorized to voice the oppo- 
sition to it.

Elijah Clarke, Zachariah La- 
mar, and John Talbot were appointed agents fur 
the state to indemnify the estate of Richard 
Aycock for the setting free of Austin.

OF THE 34TH SENATORIAL DISTRICT 
MEETS, 


The Alliance Favors Building Up Home En- 
terprises, and Has Something to Say 
About the Public Schools. 


The alliance assembly of the thirty-fourth 
senatorial district convenedin Mayson’s semi- 
nary at Edgewood. Owing to some misunder- 
standing the Henry county delegation did not 
reach the ground in time. 

In the absence of Hon. W. M. Combs, 
president, Hon. J. W. Andrews, of Gwinnett, 
was called to the chair. 

The committee on education and legislation 
submitted the following report which was 
unanimously adopted: 

That in their opinionfithe exigencies of the 
times demand a thorough revision of the common 
school system of the state. It is time that the 
people should take this matter in their own 
hands. The people demand longer 
school terms and better teachers. The 
working of the present system is unequal and un- 
just. We,therefore, suggest that our senator and 
representatives from this district demand at the 
hands of the general assembly : 

1. That experienced teachers be put in charge of 
the state school system. 

2. That uniform text books be adopted,and books 
prepared by southern authors be given the pref- 
erence, 

3. That the school fund arising from taxes paid 
by the white people shall be appropriated exclu- 
sively for the education of white children, giving 
the colored people the benefit of the taxes paid by 
themselves. 

4. That the superior court be authorized to char- 
te: the white residents of a militia district with 
full power to assess themselves voluntarily for 
school purposes, to elect members of the board of 
education for that district; that their pro rata of 
the school fund be paid to and disbursed by them, 
the colored people having the same privilege with 
theirfund. That the school fund be paid per 
capita, and not per diem. 

5. That every allianceman will do his utmost to 
stir up his section on this important and vital 
question. 

6. That where a county has no chaingang, and 
as long as the present law is in force, we demand 
of the genera} assembly the passage of an act pro- 
tecting the farmer who pays outa convict con- 
victed of a minor offense. 

The committee on co-operative measures 
and. manufacturing enterprises submitted a re- 
port which was adopted with unanimity, viz: 

That in order to benefit the farmers of this 
senatorial district, it is essential that 
their facilities for transportation be 
increased, and the advantages from 
competing lines secured. To this end they suggest 
the early completion of a line from McDonough, 
via Clarkston and Norcross, to Alpharetta, or the 
extension of the Georgia Midland to these points. 
This will secure to farmers the advantages of the 
Georgia railroad, Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
railroad, Richmond and Danville railroad and At- 
lanta and Blue Ridge railroad. The location of a 
tri-county fair ground on this line, between the 
Georgia and Georgia, Carolina and Northern rai!- 
roads, will be a necessity. The committee suggest 
that one of the best methods of defeating “force 
bills” and all acts of oppression is by establishing 
manufactories of all kinds, and make all that wa 
need and use at home. 

After discussing matters of minor interest 
the assembly adjourned, subject to the call of 
the president and secretary.

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THE PUBLIC EDUCATORS | 


DISCUSS MATTERS OF IMPORTANCE 
TO THE STATE SCHOOLS. 


Urging the Plan to Pay Off the Teachers 
Semi-Annually— Endorsing the An- 
nual Conventions. 


The annual session of the county school 
commissioners was lately held at Salt Springs. 
These meetings every year, under the aus- 
pices of the Peabody institute at Salt Springs, 
are becoming one of the most important public 
school educational meetings held in the state. 
This year the per cent of the commissioners 
present was much larger than on any previous 


ear. 
: Some time ago Judge Hook called these of- 


ficials together by a circular letter. Their 
session lasted two days, and in that time the 
public school system was discussed in all its 


phases. 
Several resolutions were passed, recommend- 


ing the next general assembly to make some 
very important changesin the public school 


laws of the state. 
The county school commissionere are In @ 
position to know a great deal about the needed 


changes in the school laws. 
For this reason, their resolutions will doubt- 


less be carefully considered by the members of 


the general assembly. 
The session was organized by the election of 
Mr. D. G. Phillips, of Jefferson county, as 
president, and Professor Fermor Barret, secre- 
tary. 3 
A committee on legislation composed of E. 
H. Orr, J. D. Attaway, Daniel Walker, E. E. 
Pounds and J. F. Cheney, was appointed. 
The committee reported as follows: 
Resolved, That we respectfully recommend to 
the next general assembly, the tollowing legisla- 


ae The passage of an act, properly guarded, en- 
abling the county board of education, through the 
county school commissioner, to hold 8 ecial ex- 
aminations in special cases In their discretion,

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BEFORE HIS SON’S EYES. 


A Father Sends a Bullet To His Heart and 


in His Brain. 

Two deadly bullets. 

One lodges in the breast of a suicide and the 
other crashes through his brain. 

Yesterday morning, just as the sun was 
peeping over the eastern horizon, Henry M. 
Harbuck, weary of a consumptive’s life, placed 
the shining muzzle of a pistol to his breast and 
sent a fatal ball to his heart. 

In the death struggle he raised the weapon 
a second time and a second leaden messenger 
sped through his brain. 

After a life of suffering and trouble deliber- 
ate suicide ended it all. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

Henry Harbuck lives at No. 3 Dairy street, 
which runs off Marietta street some distance 
out. 

With a family of six motherless children, he 
‘has been living there for more than a year. 

Harbuck came to Atlanta about two years 
ago from Lincoln county, where he tilled the 
soil fora livelihood. But his health became 
worse instead of improving after coming to 
Atlanta, and his decline has been steady for 
the past year. 

Consumption was gnawing at his vitals. Of 
late he has been very despondent,and it ‘wasin 
the agony of a severe attack of his malady 
that he determined to forever end it all by 
suicide. 

Since coming to Atlanta, Harbuck has been 
running several drays, the remnants of his 
farming outfit. 

HIS WIFE DIED. 

Not long after moving his family to Atlanta, 
where Harbuck thought he could provide for 
them better than in the country, his wife died. 

This left him the charge of six children, 
three of whom are quite young. Since her 
death he has been more disspirited than ever 
before. Added to his sickly condition and the 
loss of his wife, trouble was added to Har- 
buck’s lot by a hard fight for bread to fill the 
mouths of his family. 

A short while after the death of his wife 
Harbuck sent for his sister, Mrs. Cook, to help 
him take care of the children. Fornearly a 
year she has been living in the modest home 
of the Harbuck family, supplying fas best she 
could the place of a mother to the motherless 
littie ones, and doing all that a-kind sister 
could think of the relief of her brother’s af- 
fliction. 

One of Mr. Harbuck’s sons, Charlie, is a 
street car driver, he being the only one of the 
family at work.

DIES BEFORE HIS SON’S EYES. 

The young man without speaking paused at 
the door. He saw his father take something 
from the closet shelf and then kneel down at 
the edge of the hearth, with his back to the 
mantel. 

His posture was that of a man in prayer, but 
nut for an instant did the son imagine that his 
father was on the brink of eternity. 

He was about to pass on by, and leave the 
suffering man alone, when the sharp report of 
a pistol almost rooted him to the spot. 

Pale with horror and fright he saw his 
father fall to the floor with a little stream of 
blood flowing through his homespun shirt, 

Before the boy could spring to his father’s 
side, the prostrate man half raised up, and 
with the smoking pistol still in. his grasp, 
ylaced the muzzle against the side of his head. 
With a last convulsive quiver he pressed the 
trigger, and the bullet crashed through his 
brain, and lodged in the window casement 
near by. 

DEATH COMES TO HIS RELIEF. 

-At the second shot Mr. Harbuck sank to the 
floor again, breathing his last breath without 
uttering a word, just as the son and Mrs. Cook, 
his sister, reached his side. 

The grief of the dead man’s family and his 
devoted sister was heart-rending. 

In a few moments the news spread through 
the neighborhood, and the little cottage was 
filled with sympathizing friends. 

The police were notified, and 
the undertaker and coroner. Wyly & 
Barclay took charge of the body and 

repared it for burial. It will be taken to 

Varrenton for interment this morning. Mr. 
Harbuck was a native of Warren county, and 
all his relatives are buried near Warrenton. 

The coroner’s jury, after an investigation, 
found that Harbuck came to his death by his 
own hands,

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THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WILL 
BE CROWDED TODAY. 


The Object and Aim ot the Meeting—The 
Delegates Are Coming Here—Every 
City Represented. 


The merchants are coming. 

The city will be visited by two or three hun- 
dred of them today. 

Many came in last night and will be on hand 
today promptly at 10 o’clock, when the state 
convention of merchants will be called to 
order in the chamber of commerce. 

It will be a rousing meeting, and to judge 
from the large number of letters. reaeived 
daily by President Mitchell, of the Atlanta 
Retail Grocers’ association, from all parts of 
Georgia, there will be several hundred mer- 
chantsin the hall when the convention is 
called to order. 

Secretary W. A. Hayes, of the Retail 
Grocers’ Protective association of this city, 
will be in the chamber of commerce early in 
the morning with a book to register the names 
of the delegates and visitors to the conven- 
tion. 

The convention will be called to order 
promptly at 10 o’clock, and it is asked that 
every merchant interested in the movement 
in hand come to the chamber of commerce at 
that time. 

One of the purposes of the state convention 
of merchants is to frame a bill modifying the 
garnishment laws, which bill will be carried 
before the next general assembly and its pas- 
sage urged. 

THE BILL PROPOSED. 

The following bill will be offered today for 
adoption by the convention as the proper one 
to carry before the legislature: : 

AN ACT. 

To amend section 3554 of the code of Georgia, so 
as to make daily, weekly or monthly wages liable 
to garnishment in certain cases, and for other 
purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, that section 3554 of the 
code of Georgia be, and the same is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following proviso: 
“Provided, such wages do not exceed $25 per 
month; but in all cases when such wages exceed 
that sum, the excess thereof shall be subject 10 
garnishment.” So that said section, as amended, 
Shall be as follows: 

“All journeymen mechanics and day laborers 
shall be exempt from the process and liabilities of 
garnishment on their daily, weekly or monthly 
wages, whether in the hands of their employers or 
others ; Provided, Such wages do not exceed the 
sum of $25 per month; but in al] cases when such 
wages exceed that sum, the excess thereof shall 
be subject to garnishinent. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that all laws 


or parts of lawa in conflict with this act, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


This bill isthe same as was urged by the 
merchants of the state before the legisla- 
ture last year, but which failed of passage. 

It is thought that it will hardly be accepted 
today by the convention of merchants, but 
that a new Dill slightly differing in form will 
be framed and agreed upon. 

An entertainment will be given the visiting 
merchants by the local merchants at Con- 
cordia hall on Friday evening. The prepara- 
tion of this feature of the convention is in the 
bands of a committee, and will be worked to 
a grand success. 

THE MERCHANTS AND THE FORCE BILL. 

At 11 o’clock the merchants will adjourn 
their convention to take part in the citizens’ 
meeting that has been called to take action on 
the force bill. 

This meeting will be held in the chamber of 
commerce, and the merchants desiring to en- 
ter into its business will have a recess at that 
hour. 

The visiting merchants will be royally en- 
tertained in Atlanta. 

All of the hotels have offered reduced rates 
and the railroads have given special reduc- 
tions in the fare from all points in Georgia. 

It is urged that all the local merchants be at 
the meeting today in the chamber of com- 
merce.

mi OLD VETERAN'S MEMORY AT WORK 


To Recall Some Interesting Phases 
of Old Campaigns. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 17.—[Special.]—

lina. The first one mentioned is an incident 
connected with the election of President 
James K. Polk, which has never before found 
its way into print. Previous to his nomina- 
tion as the democratic candidate for president 
Mr. Polk was the democratic nominee for gov- 
ernor of Tennessee, and it was then believed 
if he could successfully carry the democratic 
banner to victory he would stand a good 
the presidential nomi- 
nation. Those were exciting times in 
Tennessee, the whigs and democrats 
being about equally divided. In Lanuder- 
dale county there lived a Tennesseean and 
prominent democrat named General James 
Connor, who was prevailed upon by Mr. Polk 
to make the race for state senator against the 
whig candidate, whose name was Livingstone. 
Tho district was hopelessly against the democ- 
racy, but it was thought that General Connor 
could, owing to his great popularity, reduce

Mie whig majority, and thereby elect Mr. Polk 


governer. (seneral Connor made the race, and 
itis said tohave been the liveliest canvass 
ever made in that senatorial district. General 
Connor was defeated, but he reduced the whig 
eandidate’s majority about 1,000 votes, and 
this reduction brought about the election 
of Mr. Polk, and the prominence 
Polk's suceess gave him caused the eyes 
of the whole nation to be turned toward him, 
when the democratic national convention 
subsequently 1 was nominated for the 
presidency. After Mr. Polk was inaugurated 
he wrote General Connor a very kind letter, 
in which he acknowledged the great service 
he had rendered him, and General Connor 
still has this letter in his possession and prizes 


ana 
met he 


it very highly. 

In the days when ‘Davy’ Crockett was 
such a powerful politician in west Tennessee 
he had for his intimate friend General James 
Connor, who had done so much to elevate Mr. 
Polk. General Connor, who still lives at Rip 
ley, in Lauderdale county, was then and is 
now a great admirer of fine horses 
and always had several in his large and com- 
modious stables. When Crockett was making 
a canvass for congress in his district, he and 
Connor attended a public gathering of the 
veomanry in one of the counties. Crockett 
wore a coon skin cap that day and made him- 
self decidedly agreeable, but he had some op- 
position, and in order to gain more strength in 
that county he hit upon a novel scheme for 
votes. He went to General Connor 
and asied him to lean him his fine horse. The 
general at once consented and Crockett 
mounted the fiery charger and galloped up 
and down the road and in and out among 
the crowd yelling at the top of his 
voice, and oeeasionally halting and taking a 
drink of cider with the hard-fisted sons of toil. 
He would then gallop off again, waving his 
coon skin cap and giving vent to more loud 
and keen yells. Herepeated the antics sev- 
eral times and the crowd seemed to enjoy 
them hucely. Whenhe returned the horse 
to General Connor he was asked what object 
he had in conducting himselfin such a way, 
and he replied that it was a way he had em- 
ployed for gaining friends, and that he had 
made two or three hundred votes there that 
day. 

It is the general opinion that ‘‘Davy”’ 
Crockett was a rough, uncouth man, but Gen- 
eral James Connor says that such was not the 
case, but that he was quite cultured and could 
adapt himself toany kind of company, and it 
was this peculiarity in lis composition. that 
helped to elect him (to congress. 
When he was at last defeated he left Tennes- 
see. Hie was to all appearances crushed 
to the earth never to arise again, but history 
tells us of his subsequent valor and bravery at 
Alamo. It has often been said that “Davy” 
Crockett left Tennessee because Van Buren 
was elected president, and that in so doing he 
was only carrying out a determination previ- 
ously settled upon. He had been heard to re- 
mark that if Van Buren was elected president 
he would no longer remain a citizon of the 
United States, but General Connor is of the 
opinion that he left Tennessee because he 
could not stand defeat. 

Another incident, the truthfulness of which 
General Connor vouches for, is this: Be- 
fore the war a man was on trial in 
Lauderdale cqunty for inurder. The circum- 
stantial evidence against the man was very 
strong, and when the jury retired.and took a 
ballot, the result was six for conviction, and 
six for acquittal. It remained this way for 
two days and nights, neither side showing any 
disposition to change their minds.. At last 
one of the jury, named Silvertooth, proposed 
agame of seven*up, between the opposing 
sides, one man to be selected from each side, 
and whoever won, the losing side were to 
stand by the result. This was agreed to, and 
Silvertooth, who was in favor of acqmitting 
the prisoner, and another juror, who 
Was strongiy in favor of conviction, com- 
menced the game. It was a hotly contested 
game, and each juror had scored six points 
when it came Silvertooth’s time to deal. He 
shufiled the cards carefully, and dealt off the 
sufficient number to each, and then turned 
jack, which made him win the game, and 
which saved the prisoner’s life: Thesix who 
were for conviction voted with the other six 
for acquittal, and the prisoner was discharged 
from custody.
